W illiam Morris is one of 2015’s 
most fashionable figures, 
despite passing away more 
than 100 years ago.

SUNFLOWER 


There’s more to this 
fascinating flower than 
meets the eye...

BRANCHING out 


Editor of Grow Your Own magazine, Claire Holmes, reveals how to harvest delicious summer fruits

“August is a busy time in the growing calendar 
and this is the month to brace yourself for an 
influx of tasty home-grown harvests. Fruit will 
be available in abundance and my mouth is 
already watering at the thought of fresh berries 
plucked straight from the garden. Many types 
of fruit trees and bushes need to be picked 
over regularly to ensure you can enjoy your 
crops while they’re at their prime. Raspberry 
canes and blueberry plants should be checked 
daily - raspberries in particular can spoil 
quickly so don’t let them go to waste. 

I’m lucky enough to have a friend with 
a fig tree and we’re both eagerly awaiting the 
sight of ripe fruit this month so we can bring 
out the mozzarella and experiment with some 


wonderful dishes. If you’re new to growing this 
crop, you will be able to tell your fruit is ready 
by three key pointers - first of all, your fig is 
likely to nod downwards instead of its bottom 
facing up the stem. Secondly, you might notice 
a little sugary drop of liquid exuding from the 
base of the fruit and, finally, it will start to 
smell delicious. 

If you’ve got a very productive kitchen 
garden, the chances are you will soon be 
buried under a glut of fruit. Preserving the 
fruits of your labour is a great way to ensure 
you can get the most out of your yields 
and now’s the time to stock your kitchen 
cupboards with delicious jams, juices and 
chutneys. Happy harvesting!”

GARDEN GOSSIP 

Sarah Raven 

The queen bee of the British gardening scene reveals her planting 
advice for the month and shares a fantastic offer with you 



A ugust has arrived and the garden is 
stuffed full of flowers and produce 
just waiting to be harvested. As 
well as the half-hardy annual 
cut flowers, there are armfuls of zinnias, 
cosmos and sunflowers begging to be picked, 
supplemented with huge and showy blooms 
from the dahlia patch. The key thing to 
remember with all of these ornamental plants 
is to not just look at them, but to pick them 
too. They will flower all the longer for it. 

To create a dazzling display, start with 
Euphorbia oblongata in brilliant acid green. 

1 consider it to be the foliage queen and 
almost always use it as the starting point in 
my arrangements. It’s one of the best foliage 
plants you can grow, with a robust, upstanding 
structure that makes it an ideal base for 
a medium- sized arrangement. 

A word of warning though - wear gloves 
so that you don’t come into contact with 
its allergenic milky sap, as it can cause an 
unwelcome reaction, particularly on a hot, 
sunny day. 


The second ingredient to harvest is a filler 
plant. Lots of things can fulfill this role, but 
I recommend choosing a different colour and 
form to the primary foliage, then slotting it in 
to fill up any prominent gaps. At this time of 
year. Salvia viridis ‘Blue’ is perfect, or the lacy 
Ammi majus. The third ingredient is what I call 
the upper storey, another foliage plant with an 
unusual architectural shape. The idea of this 
is to break up any over-neatness, introducing 
plenty of levels to make the arrangement as 
three-dimensional as possible. An interesting 
shaped grass or seedpod, or a vertical leaf 
spike like Bells of Ireland (Moluccella laevis) 
is ideal for this. Once you have your foliage, 
move on to the flowers. I always choose three 
different varieties. The first is the bride, the 
dominant bloom that forms the centre of your 
arrangement. This is the thing that you fall in 
love with in the garden, the flower you’ve just 
got to have. Dahlias are perfect at this time of 
year. I then choose a bridesmaid - something 
that is the same or a similar colour to the bride 
but with a smaller flower, so that it doesn’t 


compete. With a dahlia, choose a matching 
zinnia - they make a perfect pair. 

Finally, I pick what I call the gatecrasher; 
the contrast, which brings the whole thing 
to life. This needs to be a colour that clashes 
with the other flowers, so with a purple dahlia 
and zinnia, I harvest the orange Tithonia 
rotundifolia, or with a white dahlia and zinnia, 
blue didiscus or salvia. 

My arrangements are not about calm 
harmony, they are created to be centre stage 
and the gatecrasher is how you achieve 
this. With this recipe up your sleeve, every 
arrangement you make is guaranteed to sing.

1 I Preheat the oven to 220°C

over 75g of cheese.

Place seam- side down and cut into six 
rolls. Gently squeeze the cut ends of 
each to neaten them if necessary and 
repeat with the other half. 

4 1 Transfer the rolls to a non-stick 
I balcing sheet. Brush with egg and 
sprinkle with poppy seeds and the 
remaining cheese. Bake for 20 minutes 
or until cooked and golden brown.

F or many, a first job is simply a way to supplement one’s pocket money, 
or to keep busy during the summer holidays. But for Tina Primmer, who 
started working at her local garden nursery aged 17, it sparked a passion 
for plants that led her to embark on a lifelong career. “I loved nature and 1 knew 
from that moment that 1 wanted to work outdoors,” she recalls. As well as doing 
the thing she loved, Tina was also lucky enough to find real love, meeting her 
husband, Dave, while she was working at Carnon Downs Garden Centre. He 
was a trained horticulturalist who had worked in nurseries and garden centres 
for many years and their shared enthusiasm for all things green led the couple to 
leave Lancashire in 1990 and move to the milder climate of Cornwall, where they 
would be able to grow the tender exotics they adored.

DOUBLE TROUBLE 

The relocation wasn’t a straightforward one though, as the 
pair chose to purchase a virtually derelict cottage, located 
on the Roseland Peninsula in the south of the county. What 
the property lacked in terms of amenities - a mains water 
supply, for instance - it made up for in challenges, such as an 
infestation of mice. Instead of a garden there was just 
a plot of land, measuring 60m long by the width of the house, 
which was crammed full of sheds that the previous owner 
had put up. The idea of a double renovation would be enough 
to deter most people, but that wasn’t the case for Dave and 
Tina. Despite both having full time jobs, the couple decided 
to tackle most of the work themselves. “We decided to start 
on the garden before the house, because that was the most 
important thing to us,” recalls Tina. 

Their first winter was spent demolishing the sheds, 
clearing the ground, cutting back overgrown hedges and 
incorporating masses of compost and farmyard manure 
into the stony soil in preparation for planting. They then 
divided the long, narrow garden into three smaller sections, 
separated by timber archways. A small pond was added, as 
well as a decked seating area. In terms of plants, the couple 
put in small shrubs for structure, leaving most of the space 
free for the herbaceous perennials and bulbs that they both 
love. “From the start I thought in terms of colour-themed 
planting,” explains Tina. “The first section was mostly cool 
shades, such as blues, lilacs and whites and then there was 
a hot garden, which was full of red, orange and purple tones.”

GO PUBLIC 

Twelve years ago, when the garden was bursting at its 
seams, Tina and Dave were given the opportunity to buy 
a slice of the adjoining field, measuring 18m by 120m. They 
jumped at the chance and when permission was granted to 
change the land’s use from farmland to garden, they drew up 
a list of the many plants they had always wanted to grow but 
hadn’t had the space to do so before. Alongside fast-growing, 
short-lived shrubs such as cistus, ceanothus and buddleia, 
they planted slower-growing specimens such as nandinas, 
corokias and lophomyrtus. 

In 2007, Tina found herself unable to work due to 
arthritis, so the couple decided to open their garden to the 
public, calling it Poppy Cottage. “1 was very apprehensive at 
first,” admits Tina. “I felt it was my special place and 1 didn’t 
really want to share it. But when 1 realised how appreciative 
and enthusiastic the visitors were, my attitude changed and 
it’s since become a real pleasure.” While Dave runs 
a small garden maintenance business on the peninsula, Tina’s 
time is dedicated to overseeing the garden and nursery, as 
well as looking after her ever- expanding collection of hens 
and ducks, their toy poodle, Siska, and ginger cat. Pepper. 
With Dave supplying a variety of delicious baked goods for 
visitors, she is free to spend every possible minute in the 
garden which, for Tina, really is her dream come true.

E very year the inhabitants of Resaro, a sleepy island 
located near Stockholm, gather together to celebrate 
the longest day. The festival, which takes place all 
over Sweden, includes traditional folk dancing and a picnic, 
as well as raising a maypole. With such long, dark winters, 
it’s not surprising that Scandinavians are keen to celebrate 
the sun’s longest stint in the sky, which lasts until 11pm at 
the equinox. Helena and Per Molund have enjoyed the ritual 
every year since they moved to the island in 2000 with their 
children, Lovisa, 16, Anton, 14, and Edwin, 11. The festivities 
usually continue until well after sundown, with Helena and 
Per hosting supper at their comfortable and spacious home. 


BREATHING SPACE 

Built at the turn of the last century as a holiday home for 
a Stockholm merchant, the Molunds’ wooden house is 
decorated in the traditional Swedish manner, with plenty of 
pale shades and rustic textures. Light, bright and abundant in 


space thanks to the addition of a large veranda, the property is 
ideal for hosting friends and family. However, it hasn’t always 
been such a stylish hub for entertaining, as Helena recalls. 
“When we first saw the house ten years ago, it was perfectly 
habitable but totally uninteresting. Most of the interior had 
been modernised in the 1960s, which meant that every 
original feature had gone, including the windows. Sadly, all of 
the striking 19th century panelling was covered over.” 

Despite the bland interior, the combination of a fantastic 
location - just a 30 minute drive from Stockholm - and 
beautiful views over the Baltic meant that the couple 
couldn’t resist the house. Helena could see that, despite the 
recent renovations, it had a hidden beauty just waiting to be 
discovered. “1 loved the sense of space 1 got when we first 
walked in,” she recalls. “The living area is built up high above 
the store rooms beneath, so when we stood in the hall and 
saw the sea 1 felt the spirit of the house waiting to be called 
into being.”

PAST INSPIRATIONS 

Helena and Per were keen to restore the house to its former 
glory as quickly as possible, so work on it began straight 
away. Carpets were ripped up, false ceilings were torn down 
and plasterboard was pulled off the walls, revealing original 
boarded panelling. “When the house was first decorated, the 
woodwork would have been stained dark brown,” explains 
Helena. “But as the windows have been designed to face north 
east to keep out the hot summer sun, we decided to paint 
everywhere white to heighten the sense of space and light.” 

The previous owners had photographs of the house in 
its original incarnation from 1924, which Helena and Per 
used to direct their decorating decisions. “The first wooden 
veranda was smaller than what we now have, although the 
stairs faced the road in the same way,” she points out. “We 
wanted to be able to sit out on it and eat, so now we have 
enough room for at least 20 of us.” Even in summer, guests 
sometimes need a warm blanket to keep off the chilly winds 
that can blow in from the sea and there are also electric 
heaters for when it gets really breezy. Simple lanterns, hung 
from a peg rail along the wall, illuminate the short summer 
evenings, allowing the feasting to continue into the night. 

ALL WHITE 

Inside, high ceilings and large windows are paired with 
a light and airy decor to create a feeling of openness. In the 
living room, a seat has been built into the bay window so 
that the family can enjoy the glorious views. A selection of 
contemporary cushions and stylish seat pads ensures that it 
is a comfortable spot to curl up in. The original ceramic tiled 
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stove vras replaced in the 1950s with a more conventional 
brick fireplace and Helena has since installed a modern wood 
burning stove in the niche. 

The dining room has a traditional Scandinavian decoration 
theme, with white walls, muslin curtains and sustainable 
furniture, painted in pale shades of grey. The antique light 
fitting was discovered in a barn in Northern Sweden, while 
an old cabinet that Helena found at an antiques fair has been 
painted white and is used to store wine glasses and china for 
the annual midsummer party. 

With very few original features left in the house, Helena 
and Per had to scour the markets and salvage yards for 
antique pieces to integrate back into the property. A 19th 
century wood-fired oven injects a sense of traditional style 
back into the kitchen, while the units, which were installed in 
the 1950s, were freshened up with a quick lick of paint and 
new handles. 

NATURAL STYLE 

With such stunning views surrounding the property, Helena 
and Per made sure that the decor didn’t distract from the 
beauty outside. In their bedroom, a neutral colour scheme 
was chosen to lead the eye outside, while a pair of striking 
blue cushions reflects the shade of the sea on a bright 
summer’s day. Their daughter Lovisa’s bedroom is fresh and 
pretty, with splashes of bright colour to add interest. Helena 
painted the plain antique French bed in an unusual grass 
green shade which complements the sky blue walls and 
forms a unique and relaxing retreat for her teenage daughter 
to enjoy. 



In the bathroom, Helena created handy extra storage from 
a peg rail and a vintage wooden apple crate, bringing texture 
and warmth to the all-white room. She keeps the laundry 
(of which there is plenty!) under control with fabric bags and 
baskets, stashed away in the utility room, while the painted 
wardrobe keeps the washing powder and cleaning materials 
out of sight. 

Outside in the garden, lush green foliage and rustic 
wooden furniture help form a haven in which the family 
can enjoy spending time together. Every year, a long table 
is laid on the veranda under a huge wreath of birch leaves 
and flowers that Helena constructs, and guests wrap up in 
sweaters and blankets against the cool night air. “The evening 
always follows a time-honoured pattern,” smiles Helena. “We 
eat potatoes and herring, drink toasts of Aquavit and sit for 
a long time as the sun goes down over the sea.”

ECLECTIC CHIC 

Taste of 
PARADISE 

Annie used her design experience to reinvent her period 
home using salvaged treasures and rich natural colours

■ 1 Having studied art and worked in Italy and the Far 

East in the fashion industry, her artistic flair is now 
focussed on property renovation. When she came upon 
a 300-year-old French manor house in the Var, it was the 
perfect opportunity to use her design experience and turn 
a run-down wreck into a comfortable home. 

Having already restored the tower of a semi-derelict 
chateau nearby, Annie approached this project with 
confidence. “This is the seventh house Fve worked on,” 
she reveals. This experience meant that she was familiar 
with the French builders and planners and their methods 
of working. In fact, the buyer of her previous project was 
so satisfied with her work that he insisted on purchasing 
the property exactly as it was. “I sold my previous house 
lock, stock and barrel,” Annie explains. “The buyer wanted 
everything, which was a compliment, I suppose, but it left 
me with hardly anything to use in my next project.” The 
entire house was in need of furnishing, but thankfully Annie 
relished the opportunity to have a blank canvas on her hands. 

OUTDOOR ESCAPE 

While the interior of the house wasn’t in great shape, the 
surroundings were picturesque - sun drenched olive trees, 
luscious rolling hills, vineyards and a garden bursting with 
exotic foliage. Annie tackled the basics first, making sure 
the house’s vitals were in working order. “We began with 
the usual challenges of updating the bathrooms, plumbing, 
heating and electrics and re-doing the kitchen,” she says. 

“The bare bones of the house were sound and there 
was a particularly handsome drawing room with lovely 
proportions, as well as high ceilings in the bedrooms, but 
the old kitchen overlooking the drive was horribly dark and 
out of date.” Annie remedied this by rearranging the layout 
of the house, creating a new light-filled space for cooking by 
swapping the original kitchen with the old dining room. This 
meant it now opened onto the garden and terrace, where 
Annie was planning to enjoy many summer meals. “I also got 
permission to put a new window in the kitchen which made 
the room even brighter,” she explains, which makes the 
most of the natural light that flows into the house. 


While the builders handled the inside, Annie took on the 
exterior, painting the shutters and installing a fountain she 
found at the Chelsea Flower Show. The concrete terrace 
was relaid with old rustic stones, while the plain trees were 
trained to grow over wires to provide shade for the new 
alfresco sitting room. Annie was keen to make the most 
of the stunning natural surroundings, so she created an 
enchanting botanical display, even dredging the lake to make 
space for a haven for fish and other water wildlife. Finally, 
Annie designed a salt water swimming pool, positioned 
to face the sun and overlook the breathtaking views of 
the valley. “Swimming in the pool is a real treat, as every 
direction is like looking at a French impressionist painting.”

rian and Helen Scholfield spent ten years living 
in an extraordinary all-glass house in California, 
with amazing views. Missing their grandchildren’s 
school days, they decided to come home but adapting to life 
in England, and finding a house to match the high American 
standards they were used to was hard for Helen. 

Even the historic quaintness of English period properties 
paled in comparison to the exciting dimensions of American 
houses with open-plan living which they were used to. In 
fact, there’s no doubt their American experience inspired 
them to make a dazzlingly original conversion of a derelict 
farmhouse near Henley on Thames. Now they love having a 
home which is big enough to play host to their two sons Ben, 
28, William, 18, and their two grandchildren. 


The 16th century farmhouse with a cowshed and barn 
attached, lay in 80 acres of lush meadowland near to the 
Thames with open views over some of England’s loveliest 
countryside. It had been left empty for twenty years by a 
Greek shipping magnate who had no desire to sell and was 
in dire need of some tender, loving care and considerable 
investment of time and money when the Scholfields arrived. 

“It had been a dairy farm until the mid 1930s”, says 
Brian, a music producer. “Then it was left to rot. You cannot 
imagine the state it was in when we bought it in 2004. 
Fortunately, Helen and I had tackled two derelict home 
property conversions before this one, so we were aware of 
possible problems, although you never quite know what ti 
expect when you take on a listed building.” 
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RETURN TO GLORY 

Helen explains that the importance of the farmhouse’s 
historical grading worked wonderfully in their favour. 

“The listings office was longing for someone to revive 
this derelict property and they were absolutely brilliant in 
terms of offering us advice and support. Just recently we 
applied and obtained permission to stage weddings in the 
large converted barn, which is a huge bonus as I have now 
launched a wedding business (oldworleys.com).” 

The couple spent four years living in a Portakabin 
but Helen says it was a price worth paying for the high 
standards achieved by their builders, John Lay, and their 
joiners, FJ Williams. “Some kind neighbouring friends offered 
to put us up, during the work, but we found we had to be 
on site to make decisions almost every day,” says Helen 
recalling how her tiny table kitchen in the barn, was heated 
was by two large patio heaters. 

The conversion of the cowshed into the main family 
living area with a sitting room extension took place about 


the same time that all the rotting windows, dating from 
the 1960s, were replaced. “They had stuck on lead lights,” 
says Brian. “In the early stages Helen and I went to France 
to find fireplaces, inspiration and reclaimed materials. My 
wife is quite capable of screeching the car to a halt in front 
of some smart gates to take a photograph and then, to my 
embarrassment, take out her measuring tape. But many of 
our best architectural features were sourced through her 
talent spotting.” 

The old cart shed was turned into a kitchen dining room, 
furnished with favourite French pieces, and is full of light 
and calm. Helen’s kitchen pivots around an island and has 
a New Port Beach style of slatted timber painted ceiling. 

Her main aim in this room was to achieve a homely 
farmhouse feel and she has certainly gone to town with 
granite worktops and classic styling. 

Helen and Brian’s drawing room is decorated in a 
relaxed traditional style in keeping with the history of the 
house which in this area dates back to the 16th century.

This soothing space has been 
designed to maximise the view with its deliberately minimal 
choice of furniture dominated by a robust characterful bed 
made from reclaimed timbers, which were painted and 
distressed. The antique French dressing table, chair and 
glass-topped metal base bedside table were all from Gary 
Willis. Farrow and Ball’s Borrowed Light was chosen for the 
walls and the bed came from Rosemary Cartshed. 

The ensuite bathroom has clean lines and sculptured 
basins, with excellent sanitaryware from Villeroy & Boch.

There is a large French mirror mounted on a second door 
which leads to an adjoining dressing room. The rest of 
the property comprises of a hall, cloakroom, winter snug, 
double-height wedding reception room, five bedrooms, two 
bathrooms, four shower rooms and two honeymoon suites. 

CUT IT OUT 

Helen says her method of designing was to pin inspirational 
magazine cuttings around the Portakabin walls. “The pictures 
were jammed up together and looked a bit like quirky 
wallpaper. 1 would point to the relevant photo of what the 
staircase or the fireplace was destined to look like when my 
friends came round to see how my plans were taking shape. 
Sure enough, our clever builders and joiners were able to 
reproduce the illustrations down to the fine details. We owe 
much of the success of this project to their amazing skills.” 

As Helen’s interior designs evolved, she found herself 
mixing contemporary pieces with French antiques and 
Newport Beach, Cape Cod and Nantucket styles, so that 
each room has its own particular look and the whole house 
benefits from a rich variety. “It is quite eclectic which 1 like,” 
she says. 

“I had a bit of a problem getting rid of inherited pieces 
which just did not fit in, but luckily, when we got them out 
of storage after five years, they just did not have the same 
shine. So we had a massive clear out. Fortunately Brian 
trusts my judgement.”

I love my house in the country for all sorts of reasons, 
but if I’m really honest, the reason I bought it probably 
has much, if not more, to do with the fact that I’m a very 
visual person. I am always drawn to houses that are quirky 
and pleasing to look at, and my house, with its pointed gothic 
windows, quatrefoils and crisply carved stonework, is a joy. 

It’s no exaggeration to say that, when I took it on 18 
years ago, it was dreadful in every way. It was tatty and 
the lay out just didn’t ‘work’. But I could see it had potential, 
and, although not large overall, it gave me scope for a 
wonderful, big drawing room, perfect for quenching my 
passion for entertaining. It was originally two separate 
buildings - a Victorian schoolhouse and, a few feet away, 
the schoolmistress’s cottage - which after conversion, were 
linked together in the 1970s. I came to the conclusion that the 
only solution was to tear down the entire link and start again, 
reconfiguring the space to create a new entrance, complete 
with the porch and hall. 

I love entertaining and in the country, it has a very 
different feel to my house in London. Ideally, I get flowers 


from my own garden but sometimes there simply isn’t 
anything out there, or perhaps I’m having the sort of 
celebration when exotic blooms would ‘tick the box’ better 
than traditional English varieties. I can buy them at the market 
and choose them mainly for their bold shapes and unusual 
colours. The most important thing is not to be mean with 
flowers - and do remember to buy them early, so that they 
have time to come out and be at their best when needed. 

DELIGHTFUL DINING 

I think dining rooms are like chameleons - their appearance 
can be changed to suit different circumstances. When 
arranged for a summer lunch, my dining room has a totally 
different ambience from when it’s set for dinner in winter. 

In summer, when the curtains are open and you can step 
straight into the garden through the French doors, it would 
look laboured for the table to be laden with huge amounts 
of tableware or smothered in dark, heavy colours. The 
impression has to be one of lightness, to match the season. 
Simple is the key, but that doesn’t mean that the china and 
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plate have to be totally plain. Pale plates with pretty shapes 
and clear glasses with subtle detail provide interest without 
being unfussy. A few pebble vases of unpretentious flowers 
complete the delicate effect. 

Everyone who leads a busy life appreciates somewhere 
quiet to escape to, and my bolthole is a small stone building, 
close to the house but detached from it. It was previously 
an ugly, tumbledown shack, which didn’t serve any useful 
purpose, so we rebuilt it and transformed it into a sitting 
room in miniature, where one can be on one’s own. (Two’s 
company’, they say - but sometimes one can be fun)! 

I use the room mainly as a place to read or think about 
new design projects (or even write books!) happy in the 
knowledge that - and this is very deliberate - there is neither 
telephone nor computer to disturb the peaceful atmosphere. 
With French doors leading directly into the garden, it’s a light, 
airy space, which is hung with numerous paintings, none of 
any great importance but all with something that malces them 
special to me. 

MAGICAL MEADOW 

The part of my house that was originally the school mistress’s 
cottage looks across a ha-ha to what was once a farmed field 
but is now a wild-flower meadow. It’s the perfect spot for 
a picnic, even though it’s only yards from my front door. I 
always have a couple of folding tables for setting out the food, 
and canvas-slung, directors’ chairs for those who prefer to sit 
rather than spread out on cushions on the grass. 

I don’t see why a picnic shouldn’t be, in its own way, 
every bit as stylish as a meal in a more permanent location, 
so I talce along full-length tablecloths and masses of fabric 
to lay on the ground in lots of different colours, to create an

inviting vignette. Hopefully the sun will shine, so umbrellas 
are important - and if it rains, they are essential! I always 
prefer to buy organic food if I can, and it seems especially 
appropriate in the close-to-nature setting of a picnic. 

There is a certain holiday mood about a picnic, so it’s an 
opportunity to enjoy the sort of rustic, souvenir plate and 
dishes that have great charm but are not always easy to use in 
other contexts. Something that often appears on our picnic is 
my retro radio- but only played very quietly of course! 

I seize every opportunity I can have to have lunch outside. 
Somehow, the fresh air sharpens one’s tastebuds and food 
tastes especially delicious. One part of my garden is arranged 
specifically for dining, with a wooden table and benches that 
have weathered over the years and now have a wonderful 
patina of age. The table is a straightforward, traditional design 
with a slatted top, while the benches and chairs are more 
decorative, with curving top rails and a slightly Chinese motif 
used for the back. The furniture looks good all year round - 
an important consideration in winter - and is robust enough 
to be left outdoors, whatever the weather. It stands on old 
stone slabs which provide a firm surface and dry off quickly 
after rain, and is a sheltered by a drystone wall.

Look out for a rare Regency treat! A museum 
quality exhibition of Britain’s rarest semi- 
precious stone, Derbyshire blue john is being 
displayed. Blue john is a beautiful form of 
fluorite with purple-blue or yellow bands 
of colour which create striking patterns in 
the rock. It is these colours which gave the 
material its name - in French hleu jaune’. 
These ornaments became increasingly popular 
in the second half of the 18th century and are 
found in stately homes like Chatsworth and 
Buckingham Palace. This prestigious exhibition 
is being hosted by Fellows Auctioneers prior 
to its auction in the Birmingham Jewellery 
Quarter this October. 

Well-known speakers at the event will 
include BBC Antiques Roadshow 
experts Judith Miller and 
Will Farmer who will be 
sharing their top tips on 
what’s hot and how to 
get started in collecting. 

This summer they will 
be joined by independent 
expert, Jeremy Thornton, 
who will be speaking on 
art as an investment.

CANT WEIGHT 


Collectables 

Margaret Pawling explores the past of the 
humble paperweight and reveals the details 
behind the decorative designs 


T he term 'paperweight’ is a misnomer; 
such objects were never intended to 
secure a pile of paper, they were for 
display on table tops or in vitrines. Intriguing 
to look at, the more you examine them, the 
more you see. Indeed, the intricate designs are 
often so complex and so tiny, it is difficult to 
comprehend how such precision could have 
been achieved. 

Glass-making was once a highly covert 
business, with producers closely guarding 
the secrets of their techniques. This means 
that there are few absolute facts as to the 
paperweight’s origin, but my research 
suggests that small-scale manufacturing 
began in Venice in the early 19th century. The 
classic period for paperweight production - 
in terms of both quantity and quality - was 
from the 1840s to the 1870s, not in Venice, 
but in France. The main manufacturers were 
Baccarat and St Louis, in the Alsace-Lorraine 
region, and Clichy, located in 
a suburb of Paris. 

GLASS ACT 

Some of the most exquisite 
paperweights are those referred 
as millefiori. This is a glasswork 
technique whereby glass rods 
are cut crosswise to reveal 
minute designs. Several rods 
are then heated and combined 
to make millefiori canes. 

According to glass expert, Sara 
Rossi, “Some of the canes contain 
tiny silhouettes: camels, deer, horses, 
griffins, goats, butterflies, elephants and 
dancing figures.” 

The designs of non-millefiori paperweights 
- flowers, fruit, and butterflies - are made by 
hand. In the 19th century, many of these were 
lampwork designs, a process where a piece of 


coloured glass is held with tweezers 
in front of a blowlamp and shaped 
as required. When all the individual 
components have been made, 
they are then assembled in an iron 
mould and heated up so that they 
join together. 

FIRST DATE 

The Baccarat factory, or Le 
Compagnie des Cristalleries 
de Baccarat, is famous for 
paperweights featuring beautiful 
pansies. It is thought that they 
were exchanged as keepsakes 
between loved ones, as the word 
'pansy’ derives from the French 
'pensee’, meaning thought. In 
1940, paperweight connoisseur Evangeline H 
Bergstrom remarked that the Baccarat factory 
was the first to engage extensively in the 
manufacture of lead glass for windows and 
this explains why Baccarat paperweights rank 
first in terms of quality, workmanship and 
beauty 

of design. 

St Louis, or La Verrerie 
de St Louis, was the first 
French factory to date 
paperweights, with its first 
marked 1845. One of the 
main differences between 
St Louis and Baccarat is 
that the glass in a St Louis 
paperweight has a great 
deal more clarity and fewer 
striations. The variety of canes is 
also more limited, with soft greens, blues 
and pinks used. White was used in latticinio 
twists, in a filigree style. Thirty percent of 
St Louis weights feature flowers, the most 
popular of which is the dahlia. 


ON THE MARK 

Another famous factory in the production of 
paperweights is Clichy. By 1849 it dominated 
the market for these luxury items and 
was the only French firm to take part in 
the glass section of the Great Exhibition of 
1862 in London. “Ravenscroft’s invention 
of lead crystal had previously been thought 
to produce the best and clearest glass, but 
Clichy’s boracic glass equalled lead crystal in 
quality,” says Rossi. Clichy paperweights are 
occasionally marked with an initial or their 
namesake, but never with a date. They are 
easily distinguishable by a pink or white rose 
in their pattern, resembling the cabbage rose 
that is found in Provence. 

All three factories were also fond of using 
snakes in their designs, the reptiles resting 
curled on a bed of white latticinio or on 
a coloured ground. The St Louis factory seems 
to have been especially keen on salamanders 
and lizards, while Baccarat snakes were 
usually placed upon a sandy background. 
Perhaps not to everyone’s taste, but still 
fascinating to admire.

Paperweights: 
What to look for 

Margaret reveals the details you should 
seek for your own collection... 

Firstly, check that the design is centred. 
Ensure the canes aren’t broken and that 
they are evenly spaced and look for air 
bubbles that might spoil the pattern. All 
parts of a flower design should be perfect 
- carefully assess the leaves, stems, and 
petals to make sure they aren’t separated. 
Check the glass surrounding the subject is 
free of imperfections. Review the overall 
condition of the paperweight; the fewer 
scratches and chips, the better. Bear in 
mind that, generally speaking, the more 
intricate the design, the more desirable 
the paperweight. 

The best collections are those which are 
based on a theme, for instance, style, 
colour, technique or maker. This ensures 
a cohesive arrangement. It can be difficult 
to tell if a paperweight is an antique. 
Train your eye to become more aware of 
the age of pieces by examining as many 
weights as possible, looking closely at 
photographs, and doing your research! 
You will eventually become more familiar 
with the subtle details that are consistent 
with a high-quality paperweight.

ome partnerships go down in history. Whether you 
prefer Laurel and Hardy or French and Saunders, 
there’s no doubt that a strong double-act can be 
very powerful. Like Lennon and McCartney, Philip Webb 
and William Morris created a masterpiece at Red House, 
in Bexleyheath, in 1860. Webb was a prolific designer and 
innovative architect and is widely considered to be the father 
of the Arts and Crafts movement. But unlike his close friend, 
Morris, his name is relatively unknown. 

This is all set to change, as this year, in the centenary of 
Webb’s death, the National Trust is holding events at Red 
House and Standen in West Sussex, the only two remaining 
Webb houses open to the public. At Red House, the home 
that he designed for William Morris as a young man, you 


can see some of Webb’s personal possessions, some of 
which have never been on public display. These include his 
architect’s drawing instruments, watercolour paint box and 
his Gladstone bag. Among the other highlights is a silver and 
mother-of-pearl snuff box that originally belonged to William 
Morris, which his wife gave to Webb following her husband’s 
death. Also on display is a rare drawing of Webb, shown in 
his kitchen, painted in 1913, two years before his death. 

The Arts & Crafts movement was a reaction to the 
excesses of Victorian industrialisation and saw a return to 
honest craftsmanship and local materials. Webb was at the 
forefront of this, and his designs were influenced by the 
medieval past, a love he shared with Morris. Red House, 
his first commission, and Standen, among his last, illustrate 
his remarkable flair for design and creativity down to the 
smallest detail. 


MODEST MAKER 

Tessa Wild, National Trust curator says, “The Arts & Crafts 
movement became an international phenomenon and these 
design ideals still resonate with so many people. Philip 
Webb, a modest but highly talented designer and strikingly 
individual architect, was at the heart of this ground-breaking 
design movement. 

“We have recently acquired a number of Webb’s 
belongings which offer a rare insight into his life, set within 
the stunning interiors of Red House. We hope that our 
events here and at Standen will show what a remarkable 
contribution he made to the history of architecture and 
design and that our visitors will enjoy discovering more 
about this extraordinary man.” 

Webb was also a conservation pioneer and co-founded 
with William Morris the Society for the Protection of 
Ancient Buildings (SPAB) in 1877. Matthew Slocombe, 
Director of SPAB says, “Modest, practical and a pioneering

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conservationist, Philip Webb is my 
architectural hero. While Morris wsls the 
public voice of the emerging conservation 
movement, Webb was its engine. Webb was 
the straight man, Morris was the more affable 
figure. But Webb influenced generations of 
architects and designers and deserves to be 
a household name. We hope this centenary 
year will place his name firmly on the built 
heritage map.”

Red House itself is an enchanting place to 
visit and hard to leave. It is easy to imagine Morris and his 
friends dining together or experimenting with paintings on 
walls and furniture. Today, when the paintings of the Pre- 
Rapahaelite Brotherhood grace posters and stationery, we 
forget how radical, shocking and sensual their work was to 
their contemporaries. Red House was a sanctuary, where 
Morris and his friends could explore traditional techniques 
and even recreate their lives through a medieval lens. In The 
Wedding Feast’, a mural by Burne-Jones, William and Janey 
Morris are painted as Sir Degrevaunt and his bride Melydor, 
who were characters in a 15th century romance. 

Burne-Jones called Red House the beautifullest place 
on earth’ and the rooms give a unique insight into William 
Morris’ earliest designs and decorative schemes. Its secrets 
are slowly being revealed, as conservation work in 2013 
uncovered an unknown Pre-Raphaelite wall painting and 
a very early Morris repeating floral pattern. These original 
features and furniture by Morris and Philip Webb, stained 
glass and paintings by Burne-Jones, the bold architecture 
and a garden designed to 'clothe the house’, add up to 


a fascinating and rewarding place to visit. Children play in 
the gardens just as Morris’s girls did, and there is 
a wonderful atmosphere of freedom in the air. 

Although the house has been only in National Trust 
ownership for 10 years and previous owners have put their 
stamp on the place, it retains a unique feel. I found standing in 
William Morris’s old bedroom both poignant and intimate. He 
lived at Red House for just five years before Morris, Marshall, 
Faulkner & Co, began. It was a crucible for some of Britain’s 
most individual and distinct artists, makers and designers. 
There’s still a feeling of warmth and playfulness in some of 
the rooms, and Morris’ personal motto Si Je Puis, (If I Can) 
etched in the stained glass, touches the heart.

How to make a statement 
in your new bathroom 




I f you’ve set your sights on creating a new 
bathroom, you’re probably envisaging an 
elegant, classical design. Ideally one which 
embraces the beauty of a bygone aesthetic to 
complement your house’s architectural details, 
combined with a performance delivering all 
the blissful benefits of modern bathrooms.

should also find a good plumber to install your 
reclaimed finds, bearing in mind that elements 
such as the WC cannot be easily moved in a 
bathroom and should also conform to modern 
building and water use regulations, so make 
sure you run your project past a professional. 
Choosing a classic collection from a bathroom 
specialist can be an easier option (if your 
budget allows) as you will be shown a plethora 
of design options and the team will plan and 
install your new bathroom avoiding any pitfalls. 

Keep the design simple using natural 
authentic materials available when your home 
was built and set these against a fresh, clean 
palette, allowing the fittings to take centrestage.

GUIDING LIGHT 

Whether you want the low-down on LEDs or details on 
designing the perfect lighting scheme, our panel has the answer 




In the zone 


I have an open-plan living area, is it possible to use lighting to 
create different sections within the space? 

Most rooms consist of a number of small areas with different uses, 
and each one should have its own specific lighting. For instance, 
in a living area, turn a side table and armchair into a cosy reading 
nook by adding a table or standard lamp, to cast a pool of warm 
light downwards on your current read. Or, create an intimate feel 
at the dining table by hanging a dropped-pendant light over it. 
Forming zones with light will focus the purpose of a space, helping 
you to get more out of it.

How to source the kitchen of your dreams with Susan Dickerson 


M hoosing a kitchen is like getting 

m married - a big commitment and

The reasons why you 
need to pay attention to 
your kitchen flooring 

A dmit it. When you dream of your 
next kitchen, it’s the appliances 
and the cabinetry which really 
float your boat isn’t it? Perhaps you are keen 
to treat the family to an American- style fridge 
freezer or are trying to work out if there is 
room for a range cooker. But before you set 
your heart on statement pieces, it’s essential to 
lay the right foundations for your room. 

Flooring can make or break a space, to the 
extent that some interior designers consider 
it the fifth or sixth wall, bizarre as that may 
sound. Your flooring needs to be practical and 
hardwearing and it will also set the tone for 
the overall scheme. So don’t rush, take the 
time to weigh up your options and a stunning 
floor could have a starring role in your new 
designer kitchen. 

Many of us instantly think of stone floors 
when it comes to kitchens, and there’s a good 
reason for this. This natural material can cope 
with all the scuffs, scratches and spills that 
a busy kitchen will endure, and there’s a huge 
choice in the type of stone available. So you 
can pick something that visually stands out, 
or a design that will take a back seat and let 
other elements take the spotlight. It’s a tough 
material, but its natural look means that it can 
fit seamlessly into most schemes.

WARM FRONT 

Before you start, however, consider underfloor 
heating. Stone flooring may be delightfully 
cool in the warmer months, but come the 
winter it can bring an unwanted chill beneath 
your feet. Insulating below your underfloor 
heating system will help to prevent downward 
heat loss, so that it is pushed into the room 
above, which is where you want the heat. 
Stone is a great conductor of heat too, so this 
combination can be a very efficient way to 
heat a room. If your kitchen leads out into the 
garden, consider using a stone floor that flows 
from indoors to outside. 

Most stone floors are relatively easy to 
maintain, so whatever style, tone and size tiles 
you want, you shouldn’t need to compromise. 
The stone should be sealed for protection but 
always check with your supplier as every few 
years it may need to be resealed depending 
on circumstances such as how porous it is 
(limestone, for instance, can be very porous). 
Otherwise you shouldn’t need to do more than 
give it a quick daily brush and the occasional

clean with detergent to look after it. But again, 
be sure to check you have the right cleaning 
product as some can be too harsh and damage 
the stone. 

WOODEN WONDER 

A common misconception about kitchen 
flooring is that you should avoid timber 
options. Admittedly, they may require a little 
extra effort to protect from moisture and 
spillages, but that shouldn’t deter you in the 
slightest. Remember that as long as the wood 
is treated with an appropriate finish, it can be 
a versatile choice that adds plenty of natural 
charm to your scheme. Wooden flooring can 
be used to in conjunction with underfloor 


heating but you need to make sure that the 
warmth won’t warp the boards. Most experts 
agree that engineered boards are better suited 
than natural planks if you are considering 
installing underfloor heating.

The embroidery in this design was derived from the pattern in 
a lace collar. It has been simplified in places, but the central motif 
of the three fruits is the same. This shows how lace is, in fact, 
a form of embroidery and a good source of inspiration for your 
own designs. 



For extra rustic charm, give your 
chairs a quick sanding to create

I Cut a paper pattern of your chair 
seat and use the pattern to trim 
your chosen fabric, adding a 1cm seam 
allowance all the way around. For the 
skirt, measure the length around the 
front and sides of the chair, including 
the cut out for the leg. Add 4cm for 
the buttonhole overlap on the sides 
and a 1cm seam allowance all the way 
around. For the depth, allow 7cm to 
the narrowest part of the skirt and 
create paper patterns using the scallop 
template. Repeat this process to make 
a pattern for the back of the skirt, then 
cut the pieces out in your chosen fabric. 


2 Iron the edge of the skirt, cutting 

a notch into the scallop. Turn under the 
hem on the scalloped edge twice, baste and 
slip stitch the hem. 

3 1 Pin, baste and machine stitch the skirt 
I pieces to the seat piece, right sides 
together. Turn under twice and slip stitch 
the remaining hems. Embroider the back 
of the skirt in double thread, the leaves in 
single-thread split stitch and vary the sides 
using single-thread stem stitch and no fills. 

4 Place the cover on the chair and mark 
the buttons and buttonholes. Make two 
buttonholes on each of the overlaps and sew 
the buttons in place.

HOT TOPIC 


Susan Dickerson reveals the history behind the fireplace 


■ he hearth has been the centre of the 
I home for millenia. Although we may 
no longer worship our household 
deities there as the Greeks and Romans once 
did, we still regard it as a key feature in a room 
and enjoy the fizz and crackle of a real fire on 
a winter’s evening. 

An original fireplace in your property 
provides a wonderful connection with the 
past, just imagine the families who have 
shared stories around the fireside and cooked 
there. Unwanted letters and other personal 
documents were often consigned to the flames 
along with wood and lumps of coal, so your 
hearth has probably harboured all manner of 
secrets over the years! 


In medieval and Tudor times, fireplaces and 
chimneys were considered status symbols as 
well as being the latest technology. Housing 
designs were in transition at this time and we 
should applaud our ancestors’ courage as it is 
easy to forget that most of the housing stock 
until the 18th century was thatch and wood. 

BRIGHT SPARKS 

The high ceilings in old houses were intended 
to keep the sparks of the fire away from 
the thatch and it took trial and error before 
architects established how best to build two- 
storey houses which maximised the best yet 
minimised smoke and draughts from the fire. 
The mantelpiece or chimneypiece originated 


in the Middle Ages. It began life as a hood over 
the grate to catch smoke but the term has 
since evolved to encompass all the decorative 
framework around the fireplace, such as the 
jambs, mantel shelf and over-mantel mirrors. 

Once the country house developed, the oak 
panelled rooms were dominated by stunning 
wooden over-mantels. We can still admire 
this incredible craftsmanship in the intricately 
carved coats of arms and fine details which 
form what we would now call a feature wall. 
Fashions in fireplaces were dictated by leading 
architects, from Inigo Jones, who brought 
French and Italian influences to England, 
to Christopher Wren, who developed what 
became known as Queen Anne style.

RING THE CHANGES 

In the Georgian era, fashions swung from 
plain to extravagant, with Gothic versions 
developing from rococo continental styles. The 
novelist Horace Walpole commissioned two 
fireplaces at his new house. Strawberry Hill, 
in Twickenham which were based on tombs 
in Westminster Abbey, showing that drawing 
from eclectic influences is nothing new in 
interior design. 

Towards the end of the period, the work 
of Robert Adam came to the fore and he is 
considered one of the greatest designers of 
all time. His studies in Italy in the 1750s, were 
dominated by the evacuation of Herculaneum, 
a city that had been buried in 79AD. The 
Roman decoration inspired his designs and he 


was keen to link the chimney piece to other 
features in the room using colours such as pale 
green, blue, pink, yellow and deep red. 

The Victorian era ushered in mass- 
produced cast iron fireplaces in a dizzying 
range of styles and arched versions became 
popular instead of the rectangular pieces which 
had set the tone since Inigo Jones’s era. 

Grates were relatively small, with plenty 
of heat being generated by radiation from the 
polished metal. By the early 20th century 
the first gas fires were installed and over the 
years, as our heating options developed, we 
began to talce fireplaces for granted. Dressing a 
neglected fireplace can bring real character to a 
room so consider turning it into a display area 
for flowers and pictures or fill it with books.

OPEN & SHUT CASE 


What type of glass should I choose for 
a roof lantern? 

Glass should be selected for the lantern 
depending on shading, position of the roof to the 
sun and the room’s use. If your roof is exposed to 
full sun, then a roof lantern with a solar controlled 
glass may be required. But if your lantern position 
will be sheltered from excessive sunlight, then 
a clear glass without the solar control would be 
better. Glass with solar control properties will 
help regulate temperature gain and loss, and 
going without it may affect the function of a room 
below. You would also need to consider a solar 
control’s tint effect on natural light as well as the 
efficiency of the glass.

Open door policy 

Please can you give me some tips on buying 
front door furniture? 

Try to choose ironmongery in a finish that 
complements the colour of your front door, as 
well as the overall exterior style of your home. 
Co-ordinate the elements as much as possible, 
including smaller items such as door bells, key 
escutcheons and numbers. Plated finishes, such 
as chrome or nickel, are often more durable than 
brass when fitted outside. Don’t forget security. 

A front door should have at least one (ideally 
two) insurance-approved locks fitted to it. Most 
commonly this would be a 5 lever deadlock 
conforming to British Standard BS3621. Fitting 
a spy hole and door chain/limiter is also 
a good idea. Letter plates come in many shapes 
and sizes. Try not to go too small as the postman 
may have to force larger items of mail through it. 
Too large and you have more of a security risk.

roperty projects can 
be a trying and tricky 
process, particularly 
for owners of older 
buildings who don’t want to 
compromise on the value 
and character of their homes. Period houses 
were built to suit the time and the materials 
available during that era, so it can be hard 
to establish whether modernising a pre-war 
home will have a detrimental effect on its 
value or increase it. Even for listed properties, 
making changes depends entirely on what 
your local authority will allow, rather than 
the updates you’d like to make to improve or 
maintain its value. 

There are some elements of a period 
property which will benefit from modification, 
such as the heating and wiring, as this will 
improve the performance of the home without 
reducing its historical authenticity. Making 
a large fireplace operational and opting for 
period-style radiators are also actions you 
can take which will keep a house up-to-date 
in terms of technology, while maintaining its 
classic feel. There is greater flexibility when it 
comes to bathrooms and kitchens, as 


a cooking space with all the gadgets is 
a popular requirement for many current 
buyers, while in the bathroom, as long as the 
shower is fully functional, you can choose to 
have a contemporary or classic scheme.

Before 
you carry out any major structural changes, 
hire a local agent or a member of the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors to take 
a look around your estate, so that they can 
evaluate the potential impact on your home’s 
value and its future stability and saleability. 

How changes effect your home financially 
also depends on the location and surrounding 
amenities. Generally, if you live in a rural area, 
people are looking to buy a period residence 
with all the original features. In urban regions, 
such as London, you can retain the value 
of the property by just keeping the original 
fagade and a few fixtures. Whatever the age 
of your abode, make sure you have consulted 
the experts on the changes you’re planning 
to make, so you can rest assured that any 
potential modifications won’t harm your 
home’s value.
